REVOLUTION ON THE PRAIRIES 


A technical revolution is taking | 


place on the prairies. That fact 
clearly emerges from the Financial 
Post's economic survey of the re 
gion The greatest change, both ae 
tual and potential, is in’ the in 
creasing exploitation of the min- 
eral wealth of the three provinces. 
The Prairies possess “the richest 
Variety of mineral wealth enjoyed 
by any section of the Dominion.” 
{And the two resources on which 
attention is now focused—oil and 
uranium—are the two most critieal 
raw materials of our time. 


The importance of wheat to the | 


economy of the prairies, and of 
Canada, persists. The wartime trend 
into livestock rather than wheat 
has been reversed, and there seems 
no reason now or in the future why 
an area so ideally suited by nature 
or wheat production should = get 
out of it. The only cause of anxiety 
has been the West's undue depend- 
ence on a one-crop economy. But 
there are signs that that is chang 
ing:

SOWING FORAGE CROPS 

Two important points to keep in 
mind when sowing forage crops are 
adequate soil moisture at the time 
of seeding and depth of seeding. 
Je. Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
Improvement, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, warns against seed 
ing in dry ground, He says that un 
less there is sufficient moisture at 
the depth of planting to germinate 
the seed, it is better to delay the 
seeding until conditions improve 

Shallow seeding in firm, moist soil 
is one of the first rules for success 
ful forage crop production, While 
large seeds such as brome and slen- 
der wheat grass may be seeded at 
one inch depth, small grasses and 
legume seeds should be seeded not 
more than one-half inch in depth. 
If sown déeper than this many 
plants will fail to reach the surface 
and a thin uneven crop will result 

If brome is included in forage 
crop mixture for hay or pasture, it 
lis better to sow the brome separat 
lely, Brome and alfalfa should form 
ithe basis of such mixtures used in 
central and northern Alberta’ but 
other kinds may be added if desir 
ed. Several kinds of forage crops 
can be mixed to advantage espee 
ially if the field is to be used for 
pasture, 

Mr. Birdsall says that it is diffi 
cult to get an even distribution of 
brome grass if it is mixed with the 
small, heavier seeds of legumes 
The best idea is to seed the brome

attributed. 

Slash fires which someone didn't 
bother to put out are among the 
familiar causes of forest fires and 
there is the smoldering fire which 
campers left behind—the cigarette 
butt the glowing match. Accidental 
causes are harder to control; never- 
theless they continue to diminish. 
On the other hand, in a single sea- 
son ,campers, settlers and careless 
smokers have been known to ac- 
count for 31 per cent of the forest 
fire loss. In the same year 24.3 per 
cent of the fires were “unknown” 
in origin and some of the portion 
of this can be added to the 31 per 
cent debited to human carlessness. 
The appeal, then, is to lumbermen, 
motorists, truck drivers, tourists, | 
campers, hunters— to all who use 
or pass through the woods. It is an 
appeal for utmost caution. Can we 
make it a vear without a forest 
fire?

The recent heavy winds coming 
at a time when the surface of the 
soil is dry must suggest to every 
farmer the necessity of following a 
cropping plan that will prevent 
soil drifting. Continuous tillage, ex: 
cess summerfallowing, high speed 
farming and stubble burning are 
practices that deplete the soil fibre 
and leave the soil vulnerable to 
dust storms and the loss of good 
top soil. 

Fields that drift should receive 
first attention advises A.M. Wilson, 
Alberta's Field Crops Commissioner, 
Seeding to grain and clover is a 
first choice. If large acreages are in- 
volved, part of the Jand can be 
Seeded when the winds subside 
and the rains come, and the rem.- 
ainder cropped with a definite plan 
of seeding down a portion every 
year to forage crops. 

For immediate control of drifting 
fields, Mr. Wilson Suggests deep 
ridging either by plowing furrows 
crosswise to the direction of the 
dirfting or by ridging with some 
other farm implement.

“Graduating from school and uni-

Others will be 
her doctors, surgeons, lawyers, en- 
gineers and research wizards. 


Thousands will become clergymen

“Nobody now living knows who 
they are, or how their development 
Will come about. When their formal 
education ends, they are on their 
own, and who gets where and how 
soon is up to them. But one thing 
is certain: there are places of honor 
and usefulness to be filled, and 
some of this year’s graduates are 
going to fill them.

Compare the living standard of to- 
day with that of two generations 
ago, and it becomes evident that 
in even the humblest home today 
the comforts of life far exceed any- 
thing even dreamed of then. Who 
brought it about? Men and women 
who had less education, fewer open 
doors to life activities, and a small- 
er store of general knowledge than 
any graduate of 1949. 

“Some persons are given to talk- 
ing about the precarious nature of 
Canada’s economy. They say we are 
too dependent upon foreign mar.

too far away from that, too much 
divided geographically by moun. 
tains and lakes, and ideologically 
by languages and creeds. 

These people miss the point; they 
are timid and misguided people 
looking for things to blame rather 
than for people to achieve things. 
Foreign trade depends upon our 
ability to sell in competitive mar- 
kets, and that in turn depends upon 
inventiveness and enterprise, wh{ch 
in their turn are in the hands of 
people, It is upon people, not upon 
conditions that the future of Can- 
ada turns. And those people, in 
terms of the next fifty years, are 
this year's school and university 
graduates, 

“The little things are still im- 
portant, but look also at television, 
air conditioning, civillan aviation, 
electronics, food freezing, and ato- 
mic energy. These furnish a fertile 
field to the imagination and initia. 
tive of eager young brains of today. 
As someone has said: The greatest 
undeveloped territory in the world 
lies under your hat.
